I DON'T THINK WE'VE EVER HAD SO MANY LETTERS about a new Beatles 
release, Hundreds of you have written in about the new L.P. and a rough count E made just 
before writing this, showed that 95° of Beatle People were completely happy with what the 
boys are doing. The main point that the remaining 5°¢ made was that they would have liked 
a few more carly-Beatle-type-numbers to be included. 

I THINK WHAT KNOCKED EVERYONE OUT most was the way the Beatles came 
up with so many fresh ideas. The idea of turning an L.P. into a sort of home-sound-show was 
new to everyone, Also the fantastic variety of sounds that the boys have produced was also 
mentioned frequently. As one reader put it, “When you buy most other L.P.’s you know pretty 
well what you're going to hear before you play it. But with the Beatles it’s never like that. 
Every record they produce is a new experience, and ‘Sgt, Pepper’ is the greatest experience 
of all! 

I TALKED TO PAUL about the new television show a few days ago, to see how it was 
going, and he said that it was coming along nicely, Once again, the boys have come up with 
a theme, so that the show will not just be a series of unconnected songs and guest artists, like 
so many of the other epics on our television screens today. The great thing about the Beatles 
is that they are always completely unruffled when faced with creative problems, We've all 
seen and heard about the producers, directors and actors who go into hysterics, tear their 
hair, or go terribly pessimistic when they try to think up ideas. Original thought just seems 
to How from the Beatle brains in a continuous stream, John and Paul of course, bearing the 
main brunt, And whatever they do certainly makes everyone think. 

THIS MONTH MAL EVANS TELLS YOU ALL ABOUT the trip that he and Paul 
made to America, so that Paul could be with Jane for her 21st birthday celebrations. And 
we've also got the first two contributions from readers: Julie Hunger and Anne Green talking 
about the Beatle world. 

ONE LAST THING: I would like to hear how the Beatle clothes have affected you. 
Do you find they give you ideas? Do you think they're too way out? Let’s have lots of 
comments for the next issue,

PAUL AND MAL IN THE STATES

© In April Paul flew to America for ten days to see Jane and be with 
her on her 21st birthday, Jane was mid-way through her lengthy stateside 
tour with the Bristol Old Vic Theatre Company. Here is Mal’s diary of 
those ten days—held over from last month to allow maximum “Set. Pepper”? 
coverage in the June issue. 


MONDAY APRIL 3: 
Soon after midnight I 
finished packing and took 
my bags round to Paul's to 
be ready for early take-off. 
Paul went to bed at 3.30 a.m. 
and left ine with Martha and 
Thisby. Painters arrived very 
early—they're working on 
Paul's house while we're 
away, then two Air France 
chaps to take ws to the air- 
port. Spent a few hours at 
Orly Airport, Paris, between 
flights. Party of Americans 
awarmed about for auta- 
graphs. Paul bought me a 
camera bag to go with the 
Pentax I got from George. 
During flight from Paris to 
Los Angeles Paul remem- 
bered he'd forgotten ta bring 
with him photograph of the 
“Sat. Pepper’ LP cover 
which he wanted to show 
Jane. Ah, well! Too late 
now! Slight visa problem for 
Paul at LwA. airport but it 
was all sorted out im half an 
hour. Watted for chartered 
Lear Jet. Then hetgh ho for 
San Francisco, 


TUESDAY APRIL 4: 
Today San Francisco had its 
first snow for 42 years! 
Colder than we expected. 


We went shopping—bought 
some records and took pic- 
tures of the famous Golden 
Gate.

Daily Express! Great party. 
Cot on very well with all the 
Bristol Old Vie people. 


THURSDAY APRIL 6: 
Took charge of Hertz rented

car. Drove Paul and Jane up 
into the Rockies for what I 
can only deseribe as a real 
Magical Mystery Trip. 
Pulled off the road and 
parked amongst the so- 
green trees. Down a rocky 
gorge to river. Ended up 
paddling in the cold running 
Water, trousers rolled up to 
the knees, with Jane. Warm 
lazy day. We walked bare- 
foot in the drifts of snow but 
didn't feel at all cold, This 
cvening everyone more than 
ready for a big meal and a 
fair helping of colour tele- 
vision. 


FRIDAY APRIL 7: Early 
flart to get Paul's camera 
fixed. Then we all went off 
to the park to see a delightful 
Greck theatre.

ago! In trying to get photo- 
praphs of some preat horses 
we both got stuck in a mix- 
ture of snow and mud, I 
tried to pull Paul out and we 
got Inte an even worse mess. 
Covered in melting white 
snow and mucky brown 
mud pics by the time we 
sorted ourselves! Back into 
Central City to look for a 
cuppa. Where else but a 
place named “Paul's Cafe”! 
After a simple but filling 
dinner there we drifted

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PAUL’S T.V. STATEMENT 


A couple of weeks ago widespread headlines and front-page stories in 
Britain's Sunday newspapers drew attention to part of an interview given by 
Paul to America's Life magazine. In the course of this interview Paul had 
answered honestly a straight question directed to him on the subject of taking 
the drug LSD. When the newspaper men tackled him in an attempt to draw 
further comment on the topic Paul was very careful to make it plain that his 
experience of the drug had been a very personal thing and he was anxious to 
avoid all possibility of other people experimenting. 


On the evening of Monday, June 19, 36 hours after the press had reported 
and examined the original Life magazine statement, Independent Television 
News sent an interviewer to Paul's home in St. John’s Wood where they filmed 
a follow-up conversation in which the Beatle further clarified his feelings. The 
film was screened throughout the UK via Independent Television at nine o'clock 
the same évening. 


In view of the importance of this further statement THE BEATLES MONTHLY 
BOOK prints below a complete verbatim transcript of the television interview, 


REPORTER: Paul, how often have you faken 
L807

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TWO YEARS AGO

jr July, 1965, the Beatles were in the throes of a fantastically successful con- 
tinental trip. Including Italy, where, surprisingly, there had never been the same 
symptoms of Beatlemania as in, for instance, France and Germany. But the boys 


barnstormed the Italians 


... playing to audiences of 10,000 and 22,000 on the 


same night in Milan at the Palais des Sports. 


NOT HAPPY 


Yet Paul wasn't entirely happy with 
everything. He told us: “The Italians seem to 
have a strange attitude to 4 pop group. We 
saw one girl, about thirteen, who sereamed 
at us when we were leaving an hotel. Sud- 
denly she was grabbed by her mother and 
given a right old beating . . . there in the 
street. They seem to think that there is a 
disgrace in showing enthusiasm for pop 
artists. We don’s like it—it's not the kids 
faule, really." 

However, “Hard Day's Night" was a good 
box-office success in Italy prior to the boys’ 
arrival, so their fears that the Roamans and 
the Milanese might be a bit of a wet-blanker 
after the riets of Paris were not confirmed. 

The boys did notice that the Italians were 
rather behind in their musical tastes. There 
were some unknown British groups there 
doing very well with out-and-out rockers 
from the Bill Haley catalogue and the Beatles 
found that numbers like “Long Tall Sally” 
were most popular with the fans. Funniest 
thing about Italy, though, were the groups 
of photographers who followed the boys 
everywhere. When John popped out for a 
newspaper, he was surrounded by about five 
dozen picture-men, some on scooters and 
all apparently appearing out of thin air at 
exactly the moment he pushed through the 
swing-doors of the hetel. . - - 

After Italy the boys went on to Spain, 
appearing for concerts in bull rings there. 
Somewhat naturally, they were loaded down

with souvenirs when they arrived back at 
London Airpore to a mass of delighted fans 
and a whole lot of interesting new work, 
Ringo Starr, wearing a matador-hat, was in 
especially good form—he'd just celebraced 
his 25th birthday and had been involved in 
something like forty different parties to 
commemerace it. And his wife Maureen had 
given him a sword, an historic old gun and a 
pikestafi—to add to his collection of 1/th 
century antiques at his home. His mum and 
dad had also unearthed an old sword, Ringo 
was delighted. 

So were the fans when it was announced 
that the new single “Help”, their tenth, 
would be out a week earlier In July, 1965, 
than was previously expected. And the final 
details of the mexe LP, tying up with the 
film, were revealed... bur more about thac 
next month. 


ALWAYS WIN 


John and Paul have always done excep- 
tionally well in the Ivor Novello Awards. 
These “prizes” of the music industry were 
awarded annually by a panel of experts—and 
handed over at a luncheon organised by the 
Variety Club of Great Britain. In 1965 we 
went along to see the grand ceremony—but 
predictably it didn't work out as planned, 

For a start, John didn't make It at all. Paul 
came in very late, explaining that John had 
had a bit of a late night and was very sorry. 
The organisers could have been a bit upset 
but such is Paul's charm that they merely 
laughed delightedly and said: “Well, you can

never be sure of anything where the Beatles 
are concerned..." 

So it was Paul only who received two 
statuettes for “Can't Buy Me Lowe "—as the 
Most Performed Vvork of 1944 and as the 
Highest Selling Single. Then they wan two 
Certificates of Honour for “A Hard Day's 
Might, as the second Most Performed 
Work and the second Outstanding T hernia 
(from TY, radio, film or stage). Their other 
cause for celebration was another certificate 
for “I Feel Fine", which was the year's 
second biggest selling record. The rest of the 
wards Went to rather “squarer songs, 
though Paul said he was glad Tom Spring- 
field and Welshman Clive Westlake picked 
up a certificate for penni ng Dusty Spring- 
field's big hit “Le Ing You" 

Good old Paul was bobbing up and down 
like a yo-yo receiving the Beatles awards, 
Which Were made se parately, As he stood 
there, cameras popping all round him, he 
said, in reference to the way certain people 


had threatened to send their MBE"s back to 
the Queen after the Beatles had had similar 
awards: “l only hope the other winners 
won t want to send THESE back,” And there 
was another roar of laughter, 


WHAT HAPPENS 


Anyway, in this month of July, 1965, as 
“Help” came out—George Harrison was 
being interviewed about that interminable 
ald question as to what weuld happen if the 
Beatles didn't actually make number one 
this time. We've reported this rather 
IPFitating nilestion 2S Tera CIMes in this 
“Spotlight” feature but we make no apology 
for repeating it. George took a realistic 
view oof it all, He sald: “We hope to get to 
the top. But we know we can't stay there 
for ever, so I'm just hoping that it'll be the 
Rolling Stones that take over from us.” 

This was something new—a top group 
member hoping that the nearest opposition 
would supersede his own group, “But we 


want several weeks up there,” he added 
quickly. “Then they can have the place to 
themselves with ‘Satisfaction’, which we 
think is the best thing they've ever done.” 

As for “Help”... well, it was a number 
one (of course). But it is interesting to recall 
that George and John were both even more 
keen on the “B" side which was “I'm 
Down”... and they'd have begged for that 
to be the top deck if there hadn't been a 
film to consider. Said George: “We still like 
keeping up with the really wild sort of rock 
—and ‘I'm Down’ has John on Hammond 
organ and it swings along like mad... 
especially with Paul putting on what we call 
his Little Richard-type voice.” 


GOOD FLIP 


As ever, the Beatles had insisted on 
putting out a strong flip-side. Paul explained: 
“Often people say they like the ‘B’ sides 
more than the top sides. But this is probably 
because they hear the main number more 
often so they tend to find it too familiar and 


then they're knocked out that we've both- 
ered to put anything at all on the “B’ side!” 

It's a policy, through and through, Even 
now the Beatles insist on a value-for-money 
coupling. How many other groups worry 
about that! 

The preview of the film “Help” came up 
right at the end of July but Mayflower books 
brought out a synopsis for fans before the 
first cinema showing. But we'll recall che LP 
and the film im the nexe issue of Beatles 
Monthly . . . suffice it here and now to say 
that “Help” was unique in that United 
Artists made more copies of it than had ever 
been printed before for a colour film. This 
was headline news in all the worlds trade 
movie papers—and a stirring commendation 
of the incredible popularity the boys 
enjoyed. 

Actually we went behind the scenes one 
afternoon in July, 1965, to see what really 
happened when a new Beatle single was 
pressed. Said a spokesman at the EMI press-

DINNER PARTY 


Just before the release of 
the new album there was a 
“Sat. Pepper” dinner party 
at Brian Epstein’s house in 
Belgravia. The idea was that 
The Beatles invited a few 
journalists to come along and 
spend an evening with them, 
chat, eat, drink and hear 
“Set, Pepper's Lonely 
Hearts Club Band**. Various 
deejays like Alan Freeman, 
Jimmy Savile and myself 
being thrown into the invita- 
tion list for good mensure, 
For the first few hours we 
stood in the dining room dis- 
cussing the album which was 
playing in the background. 

The bovs themselves were 
in an unusually talkative 
mood that night and were 
pouring forth with all serts 
of interesting tit-bits of info 
about the LP. They were 
dressed in the usual Beatle- 
type garb consisting of a 
million different colours, 
John wore red trousers wath 
a green shirt which had 
vellow Mowers leaping about 
all over tt. No pockets in his 
trousers of course so 8 spor- 
ran was the natural thing to 
wear—well, it was for him 
anyway !
